The demand for spectacies by children in all 
civilized countries is increasing to an alarm- 
ing extent. Itisfeared the generation now 
rising, at least, if not others succeeding it, 
will be largely defective sighted. Unless 
something to arrest the present tendency is

eration defective in respect to vision, of 
course, makes the next one more likely to be 
go, too. This subject is now being agitated in 
England. The reason of the present state of 
things there is thought to lie in the board 
schools, of which so much has been hoped, 
and which have been deemed by good and 
puprejudiced judges likely to surpass our 
public school system. Attendance in them 
js obligatory; excuses foridleness receive lit- 
tle attention; the conditions with regard to 
light and posture among the pupils are not 

d: the sole interest of the teachers 
u in compelling them to do the 
stipulated work, at any cost, and 
the children often are poorly fed and live very 
unhygienically at home. Which, of course, 
makes any defect in their eyesight, already 
existing, the more able to become fixed and 
augmented, H, indeed, when taken in con- 
jonction with constant use of the eyes, it 
would not of itself create one. The true cause 
of achilad’s backwardness in his lesson is, no 
doubt, often defective eyesight, rather than 
idleness and stupidity. In England it is hap- 
pily suggested thatan ophthalmic examina- 
tion be made obligatory before entrance, and 
that each case needing treatment shall 
de furnished by the state. The 
spectacles needed, it has been proposed, 
might be hired of the school authorities by 
fairly well-off parents at a very slight expense 
say a halfpenny a month; the children of 
destitute parents might receive the use of 
theirs free. They might be kept at school,and 
often used by a succession of scholars. 
Wearing spectacles is not unknown among 
school children in Boston. We have lately 
paida good deal of attention to testing eye- 
sight for color-blindness. Would not it be 
well for our city authorities to institute a 


thorough examination of the eyes of our pub- 
lic school children—to take place, say, when 
they begin. their course; and, thereafter, 
whenever they complain of trouble with their 
eyes, and whenever their work is found by 
their teachers and examiners to be unsatis- 
factorily done, as one ofthe means of ascer- 
taining the reason why; also, perhaps, —— 
entrance into each new school grade when 
promoted? It is a notorious fact that many, 
if not all, of the schoo! houses of this city 
ARE BUT IMPERFECTLY LIGHTED. 
Certainly that isthe rule inthe houses occu- 
pied py the elementary classes made up of 
those most susceptible to injury. In many of 
them the seats are SO arranged and the light is 
so poor, that no small number of those 
occupying the back rows, even on bright 
clear davs, cannot see the 1 on the 
bisck boards, often rendered shiny from wear 
and want ot paint. Children’s es are, toa 
certain extent, shortsighted and undeveloped 
and they must not be ex ted to see small 
figures or signs on a blackboard, when it is at 
least nine or ten feet from them. Some of our 
school-rooms, occupied by very small chil- 
ron, are so deep that no small proportion of 
ty ie ones sit much farther from the biack- 
than the distance stated. f itt

The most 
importent of the several senses on which the 
future welfare of our existence depends is 
that of sight, at the same time it is the one 
mostused and abused. The dual increase 
of subjects to the curriculum of our schools, 
which are thought necessary at the present 
time for a standard of qualification of gradua- 
ation, necessitates

if nota severe mental strain. A close appli- 
Cation is often encou ed by parents, desir- 
ous of seeing their children stand well in their 
Classes. This is, perhaps, meritorious, but 
certainly unwise. These very children are 
generally highly sensitive and of a nervous 
Organism, requiring restraint rather than 
stimulation. The strong, healthy child whose 
natural inclination is to play, doing only a 
just sufficiency of study, coonpee weeny of the 
ev''s of troublesome eyesight in later life. 

The most common and serious affection 
among children, developing insidiously, with- 
out = distinct discomfort, is myopia, or 
bear-sightedness. We will consider some of 
the pernicious habits very frequently in- 
duiged, not only by children, but by adults. 
Many children, while studying at their 
desks, bend forward, resting the head on 

e hand, thereby not only excluding 
the light, but also bringing the eyes 
u too close proximity to the page. A 
child should not be allowed to read 
While reclining. The book shouid be held at 
right angles to the line of vision. After a 
severe illness, especially measies or scariet 
fever, a child should not read until all irrita- 
tion, which is usually present, bas subsided. 
Never let a child study or read by poor light. 
The light should come from above or behind. 
Too strong sunlight on a page isinjurious. A 
child should never be allowed to study after 
4bearty meal or on an empty stomach. Or- 
dinary print should never be brought nearer 
the eyes than 15 or 16 inches, All complaints 
of children, either of defective sight or of 
irritation of the eye, should have immediate 
attention. In t ent of myopia, 
the most impo t.object is preventing an in- 
Crease of it, as no treatment can cure that 
already existing, The rules already laid 
down should be strictly conformed to. The 
po raction ofthe eye should be made normal 
y artificial means—i. e., by the adjustment 
of proper lenses. To allow the child to select 
own giasses, as is usually done by op- 
‘clans, proves particularly unwise. The

AN HOUR IN 
STAMMERING. 


| The Subterfages to Which Young Men With: 


Tied Tongues Resort to Outwit the 
Treacherous Words—A Protection in a 
Large Mustache—Classes in the School. 


From the New York gun. | 
Astammering tongue is like a balky horse, 
& great joke to every one except the man who 
bas to manage it. It goes along smoothly 
over the highway of words until suddenly at 
some little unexpected upturned cobblestone 
of asyliable beginning with B, D, P, or T, it 
puts down ite resolute forefect and refuses 
to budge an inch. In vain it is coaxed 


and wheedied, whipped and scolded, and 
backed 2 forafresh start; it stays there and 
stares at that syllable until every one thinks it 
is stationary, and then suddenly it is over it 
with a bound, galloping wildly on toward the 
next obstruction which it sees afar off and 
makes ready for. Every stammerer has some 
word or letter which it troubies him most to 
articulate, and the diabolical energy which 
that word displays in crowding itself into 
every sentence he tries to utter, waiting round 
the corner of every phrase to intimidate him, 
and barring the way to every burst of elo- 
uence, is only another proof af the natural 
epravity of inanimate things. 
tammering and stuttering are not alike or 
produced in the same way. Stuttering is a dit- 
culty in producing sound, and is the fault of 
the respirato and vocal organs, while 
stammering is the fault of the articulatory or- 
ans, and both affections are treated in Prof. 
yrant’s school where pupils are of all ages 
from 6 to 0 and where tongues are most un- 
ruly members, either refusing to say B at all 
or insisting on saying it seven or eight times in 
succession. The prefessor regards the subject 
very seriously, for he was once a stammerer 
himself, and insists that it is es much a dis- 
ease as pneumonia, and needs scientific treat- 


ment, 

The subterfuges stammerers use in their 
efforts to outwit the treacherous words that 
work their ruin are many abd amusing. One 
found relief in spitting, and wou say: 
**Prot-f-f-f (spit) fessor, how do you th-th- 
(spit)ink Iam d-d-d (spit) oing?’’ Another 
asks: * (ahem! very loud) professor, 
d-d-d (ahem! still louder) do you think I am 
— 1 Anotber brought himself up 
with arelieving expletive as follows: ‘‘My 
n-n-R. My B-n-n (d—n n). My n-n-n (d—n 
it). Here’s my oard, sir.“ One of the 
pupils of this school was an editor who 
could never articulate the name of his own 
paper, and another was a novelist who 
wrote charmingly, but whose conversation re- 
sembied the progress and migration of a 
wheezy switch engine on astrike. One unfor- 
tunate could get over difficuities by singing 
the words, another sometimes got the better 
of his words by shutting his eyes, and a third 
could sometimes coax the refractory words by 
putting his hand over his mouth. 

The professor eschews these makeshifts and 
begins the lesson by putting the pupil, be he 
young or old, through a course of respiratory 
r ＋ which gives him better control of 

he great cal ype tee power, the breath. 
Then Gually he elicits from the pupils pro- 
lon vowel sounds which apparently come 
from their boots. In this way they get contro! 
of the dlaphbragm, and have a kind of a boy to 
push behind when the throat balks over a 
consonant. Very cautiously the different con 
sonants are combined with the vowels so sur- 
reptitiousiy that the refractory organs of 
speech haven't time to mutiny before it is too 
late. One great trouble with the stammerer is 
that he le conscious of the word he can’t say, 
he sees it way down in the sentence, and he 
gets nervous and can’t talk at all. 

The classes are taught in concert, for in the 
reading exercises one stammer helps another, 
and they read together with a peculiar conti- 
nuity of sound that keeps the vocal organs con- 
stantly relaxed, and prevents the unman ages 
ble lips from getting pressed against the 
teeth in Bervous contraction. They read, too, 
with two fingers set between their teeth, one 
on top of the other. Une of the stutterer’s 
taults ie too great forces of utterance, and this 
shuts his teeth so tightly into his fingers that 
it reminds him to be more gentile in his effort. 

After all these vocal calisthenics of various 
kinds have been practiced, the real business 
ot the day begins. The professor insists that 
for the first three or four days his pupils shall 
not talk at all, only in the school-room before 
him. Heasks Johonic, aged about 12, if he 
has been skating to-day, and Johnnie takes a 
long breath through his nose, hitches it like a 
cable to his vocal organs, and slowly drawis 
forth, ‘‘N-o, s-i-r.’ 

Then to the young man with a big brown 
mustache he puts some questions, all of which 
are answered by first‘inbaling slowly the nos 
trils and then using the breath sparingly in 
speech. Save for a siowness of utterance one 
would fancy there were no stuttering tongues 
in the class until the yee man becomes in- 
terested in talking of hisown infirmity ana 
the cable loses its grip. There is a great 
d-eal of l-uck inthe way you st-art in, you 
know. If you happen t-t (goes back and hooks 
on the cable and tries it 1— if you happen 
to have just inhaled your breath you can talk, 

ou see; but if you don’t, you get stuck the 

t thing. 

Can you always anticipate the word you 
cannot say?? 

**¥-y-es—that’sthe trouble. Ifyou didn’t 
zou couldn't t—(another hitch) talk very well. 

metimes you put ‘and’ before the hard word 
and you can get past it that way. 

**How long does it take a pupil to learn to 
talk, professor?’’ 

About three months, if they practice and 
are patient. There is a certain rate of speech 
that every one can talk well at, but the trouble 
is that they are bound to talk faster than that. 
Of course older people learn much more 
slowly than children, for children take on 
new habits more readily and are more amen- 
able to discipline. A child that ts learning to 
walk trips when it tries to run, and so my 
pupils sometimes t their convalescing 
speech too hard and they fall into old habits 
again. I believe it is possible for every stam- 
merer to be cured entirely, as I have been 
myseif and I have ogg AE gee who talk quite 
as readily as if they hb never had any de- 
fective organs.

Vienna with a pecu! interest to the lovers 
ot art, literature and science. The late arch- 
duke Rudolph inherited to a large extent the 
literary and artistic endowments which dis- 
tinguish his family and there can be little 
doubt that had he vod to ascend the throne 
he would have left behind him more than one 
enduring monument of refined and cultivated 


genius. 

But during the present week all eyes have 
been turned with a mournful interest to the 
little church of the Oapuchins, where the 
gifted young Prince has been laid to rest amid 
so large a company of the illustrious dead. 
Here the remains of no fewer than 106 mem 
bers of the Hapsbarg house and its collateral 
branches bave been deposited in the keeping 
of the brown-hooded Capuchin Friars. The 
oldest tomb, bowever, that of Emperor 
Mathias, does not date beyond the year 1619, 
for up to that time the burying-place of tne 
Hapsburgs was in St. Stephen’s Cathedral, 
where still, in accordance with one of those 
strange customs with which the family is 
surrounded in death as Well as well as in life, 
the viscera is interred, While the hearts are 
inclosed in silver urn and placed in the 
Chureb of St. Augustine. Some of the coffins 
in the Capuchin’s church are of pure silver, 
and ope of the most magnificent is that of 
Maria Theresa. Her husband, Fraacis of Lor- 
raine, and her son, Josep II., are laid near 
her, and close by, in a corner among the regal 
and imperial dead, isthe coffin of Countess 
Fuchs, the governess of Maria Theresa, who 
chose this strange method of rewarding her 
faithful inetructresgand friend. For thirteen 

ears after the death of her husband, Maria 

heresa was wontto descend intothe vault 
once a week to weepand pray bv her has- 
band’s coffin. The coffin of Maria Louisa, 
Napoleon I.’s second wife, is near at hand, 
as also those of der son, the Duke of Reich- 
stadt, and of the Ul-tated Maximilian of Mex- 
ico. 

The Church of St. Augustine, in which the 
hearte of the members of the imperial family 
are preserved, is also an unpretending struct - 
ure. Here there is a fine monument to the 
Archduchess Maria Christina by Canova, 
which re tea figure of Virtue carrying 
the ashes of the Archduchess, and accompa- 
nied by two little girls bearing torches, while 
another figure of Benevolence follows, sup- 

ting an old man. Tue heartsof the Haps- 
urgs, each in a silver , are stored in the 
Loretto Chapel. The urn containing the heart 
of Maria eresa ig much larger than the 
others, and it also contains the heart of her 
busband. 

The Cathedral of St. Stephen in which the 
viscera are preserved, and which contains the 
tombe of the earlier Hapsburgs, is one of the 
finest Gothic structures in the worid. The 
magnificent spire, whieh can be seen at a 
distance of many miles from Vienna, is 444 
feet high, and has been constructed with but- 
tresses of unequal size, the strongest being 
those which face the prevailing wind. Watch- 
men are stationea at all times in the tower, 
whose duty it is to strike the quarter hours on 
a bell and look out for fires. In the crypt repose 
the members of the imperial family who died 
in the fourteenth, fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies; but the most remarkable of the tombs 
is the red marble sarcophagus of the Emperor 
Frederice III., who died in 1493. This mag 
nificent monument displays no less than 245 
figures and th -two coats of arms, ther 
with the letters A. E. I. O. U. ona roll, the 
five vowels forming the initials of the Em- 
peror’s motto: Austrie est imperare orbi 
ubliverso,’’ of which the German translation 
is, Alles Erdreich ist Oesterreich Unter- 
than. 


FEEDING OCEAN TRAVELERS. 


What it Takes to Supply the Wants of a 
Steamship One Voyage. 


From the Indianapolis News. 

The big steamships which ply between New 
York and Europe carry on each trip across 
the Atlantic a little city of people. Two 
thousand persons sometimes are stored away 
on board these floating palaces. To appease 
the sea-sharpened appetites and assuage 
the thirst of this horde uires a great 
deal of solid and liquid food. The 
steward of a certain liner took on at Liver- 
pool for the last round voyage 1,000 botties of 
champagne, 9,000 of claret, 6,000 of ale, 2,500 
of porter, 5,000 of mineral water and 700 of 
spirits. They used last year on their line of 
steamers 8,030 quarte and 17,618 pints of cham- 
pagne. The Americans drink the greater part 
of the cham ne. They call for five quarts 
of it to one of any other nationality. 

They also used on that line last year 13,941 
quarts and 7,310 pints of claret. This had the 
largest sale among the French travelers, and 
indeed all the passengers from the Continent 
preferred claret. 

The Britishers drank the greater part of the

When TI 
went to St. John's a few years ago they made 
me pay a working tax just for the sake of fol- 
lowing my trade in tne town.’’ 

The bricklayers have a protective associa- 
tion that is one of the 2 labor organi- 
zations in the country. They regulate the 
number of apprentices that a master may 
have, allowing him as many as they think he 
can properly instruct. The bricklayers have 
effectually prevented the influx of foreign 
workman during the busy season, and aim

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The carpenters are split up into a variety of 
organizations, and bave no system of appren- 
ticeship. Large numbers of carpenters come 
over every year from Europe, and the native 
elementinthe trade has been gradually de- 
creasing. The painters are also without any 
system of teaching boys their trade, and thus 
make openings for well equipped foreigners of 
their craft who come to this country. 

In otber trades the condition of things is 
robably not greatly different. From these 
ew instances it will be apparent that the cen- 

seus of 1890 may not de 80 flattering to Phila- 
delphia as was that of 1880, and that the Amer- 
ican boy bas not been having much of a chance 
during the last few years. 


Growth of Newspapers. 
From the Art Age. 
The endeavor of the daily newspapers to 
appeal to every phase of human activity has 


recognized the lively interest taken in pict- 
ures, and the journais now regularly contain 
illustrations that may de said to have begun 
with Herald war maps and extended to the 
Commercial Advertiser's anew repro- 
ductions of artists’ exhibition sketches. The 
willingness is apparent, therefore, to illus- 
trate the daily paper as well asthe mechan- 
ical means will allow. This assuredly is an 
encroachment on tbe province of the 
magazine and the illustrated weeki 4 
From this attack, however, little has to be 
feared, for, with the present limited capabili- 
ties of their presses and the bad quality of 
their paper, daily journals can never rival in 
IUustratlon the exquisite pictures of the maga- 
zine, or a more than crude pictorial state- 
ments of facts. But in another direction a 
more formidable onslaught is being made by 
the daily pape. Into its swirl all kinds of 
literary ability is drawn, and day by day we 
see ‘effort that was confined to special publi- 
cations, rendering fealty to the news- 
paper. Authors that have 
tributed almost exclusively to the 
monthly or weekly illustrated periodi- 
cals, and whose names are known through the 
literary world, are now engaged to write for 
the daily vaper. Until recently, the pub- 
lisher of fiction has been outstripped by the 
magazines inthe prices paid to writers of 
novels, so that tne better novels in cloth 
covers are reprints. Now the daily has en- 
tered into competition with the monthly, and, 
by a union of widely separated papers, pub- 
lishes to a million or more readers in a single 
day a story by a novelist, Mr. James, 
Mr. Harte or Mr. Howells. Daily pa- 
pers combine but magazines cannot, 
and it is beyond question that ten 
wealthy, powerful dailies can outbid one 
magazine, however wealthy, in buying a sup- 
ly of original fiction. Itis 1 a matter of 
Gane when the market value of fiction will be 
as well established and the process of selec 
tion as well arranged as the perfection to 
which the gathering of news by press asso- 
ciations has been brought within the decade. 
Andifthe custom gets a foothold here of 
having correspondents sign their articles and 
get the benefit ofa personal reputation, it is 
probable thatin other departments of news- 
papers a corps of leading minds will be stim- 
ulated to higher effort.

THE MARCH OF THE MONGOL. 


China Rousing Itself to Activity in the 
Affairs of Its Own and Other Lands. 


From the London Daily News. 

The vast progress of China in recent years 
is set in a striking lightin an article which, 
under the title oft The March of the Mongol, 
has been contributed by Mr. W. B. Dunlop to 
the new number of the Asiatic Quarterly Re- 
view, and reprinted in pamphlet form. Mr. 
Dunlop dates the new movement from the 
period soon after the suppression of the Tal- 
ping rebellion, when the Chinese Government 


first established the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms, which, under the wise and energetic 
control of Sir Robert Hart, the Inspector- 
General of Customs at Peking, has attained so 
remarkable a development. It is significant 
ofthe shrewdness ofthe Chinese at they 
perceived the advantage to be derived from 
dismissing the native collectors and appoint- 
ing trustworthy foreigners in their room. The 
experiment was justified by a large and im- 
mediate rise in the amount ofthe revenue 
from customs duties, which has ever since 
been steadily increasing—a considerable part 
of the surplus having been employed in erect 

ing lighthouses along the immense seaboard 
of China, which has now one of the best 
lighted coasts in the world. 

It is a sign of the new spiritthat guides the 
counsels of the Government that there have 
been erected during the last year or two many 
thousands of miles of telegraph wires radiat- 
ing through the empire. It is now possible to 
telegraph from Londonto Peking or Chung 
King, the principal town of the rich and fertile 
province of Szechuel, a city nearly fifteen 
hundred miles in the interior of the country. 
Meanwhile the extension of the Chinese tele- 
graph system is, we are told, proceeding at a 
rate which may shortly astonish even Ameri- 
can telegraphists. Railway extension is more 
difficult and necessarily slower; but inst 
this has to be set the splendid system of inter - 
nal water communication. 

The total coast trade in foreign- built vessels, 
outward and inward, amounted in 1886 to the 
enormous sum of 17,000,000 tons. Here again 
the Chinese are well aware of the advantages 
to be derived from em 8 foreigners. 
Only a certain portion of the foreign com- 
merce of the empire comes within the juris- 
diction of the — maritime customs; but 
this portign reached in 1886the hitherto un- 
precedented amount of 41,000,000 sterling— 
stillatrifiing amount when we consider that 
China proper is estimated by the imperial 
statisticians with the assistance of the best 
native authorities to have a population of 
389,000, 000 souls. 

The only practical obstacle to a trade of 
startling dimensions between China and the 
outside world seems to be the old ‘‘Likin’’ 
system of internal transit dues, some notion 
of which may be derived from the fact that on 
the great west river trade route between 
Canton and Pese, a distance of 900jmiles, mer- 
chandise is said to have to run the gauntiet of 
nearly one buadred customs ‘

A Memphis merchant has printed a state- 
ment to show that eleven different cotton fab- 
ries which in 1860 could be bought at prices 
aggregating $1.39% per yard and per pound can 
now be bought at 79% cents.

THE ROMANCE OF AID. 


American aid for Ireland's cause is given 
a romantic tinge by the history of the un- 
raveling of the base {conspiracy concocted 
to ruin Mr. PARNELL. 

It was from America that in all the 
troubles ofthe Irish people during the 
last half century the brightest rays of 
hope came. The sinews of political agi- 
tation and education, without which the 
Irish struggle would have been hopeless, 
have been furnished by liberal Ameri- 
cans. No appeal for help for men, women 
and children starving for liberty’s sake 
has failed to find generous response from 
this country. With lavish financial aid 
has gone out also moral support and the 
encouragement of voice and pen unceas- 
ingly employed in Ireland’s behalf. 

Now it comes to pass that in the most 
desperate struggle of the leader of the 
Irish party with the enemies of the cause 
America has furnished the only means of 
victory. When Mr. PARNELL and his asso- 
ciates were in despair at the apparent im- 
possibility of successfully combating the 
conspiracy of the London Times and the 
English Government, itwasfrom America 
that relief came. PaTRICcCK EGan, thou- 
sands of miles away from the scene of the 
conflict, laboriously untangled the threads 
of lies and forgeries which had been woven 
around PARNELL and unerringly traced 
them to their source. It was a brilliant 
piece of detective work, and one can 
imagine the emotions which overwhelmed 
the Irish leader when Father DorNEY, the 
young Chicago priest, placed in his hands 
the evidence which has since been used 
with such astonishing effect before the 
Parnell Commission.
